It is frequently' said that Express 


companies are able to take care of 
themselves, and this is doubtless true, 
yet the fact should not be over-looked 
that they are public service corpora- 
tions, and the wort which they, per- 
form places thorn in closer touch with 
the people than any other private 
corporation doing business 
in this 


country. 


The railroads, like

companies are also common carriers, 
but Uiere. is no time" limit placed upon 
their service.

are noted for intelligence, 'courtesy, 
and honesty. 
Their business is to 


serve the public faithfully 
anft im- 


partially, and' whan, they decline to 
do. this, their services are no longer 
in demand.

The Express drivers"'of 
Chicago 


took upon themselves the. responsibil- 
ity ot deserting the company in an- 
swer -to the request of an organiza- 
tion which attempted to say that their 
services should be 
restricted to a 


certain class of. customers. 


The companies' -which 
employed 


them, know nothing 
about classes. 


Their business is to serve the general 
public, and if ihcy 
should employ 


men who refuse to serve their large 
constituency, the general public would 
not stand it for a moment. 


The Express companies'are voicing 


public sentiment when they refuse to 
employ men who refuse to.serve the 
public under any and all conditions.

The property known as "personal"

pant, and he offers no complaint. 


If'the mortgage is taxed the holder 


does one of two things. He advances 
the rate of interest or demands pay- 
ment of the .principle. He soon dis- 
covers that,money from other states 
Is waiting to replace his loan at the 
old rate of interest, because not tax- 
able, and so he retires from the field. 
The state gains nothing in th« tran- 
saction, and- no one is benefited.

Swarms of the seventeen-year lo- 


custs have descended on Rock coun- 
ty and are covering the trees through^ 
out the woods with their eggs. Sci- 
entists assert that this peculiar in- 
sect, which lives only a few weeks, 
although its eggs 
take 
seventeen 


years to hatch, is not dangerous to 
vegetation. 
The adult insect 
eats 


little during Its life, but' the' holes 
which it cuts in the bark of twigs to 
carry its eggs oftentimes cause harm. 
These eggs, one month after they are 
laid, hatch into small white grubs, 
which fall to the ground, burrow into 
the soil, curl up in cells near the tree 
roots and lie dormant for seventeen 
years, after which they crawl out and 
w,!thin an hour change into full-fledg- 
ed cicadas.

the cellar, retaining for themselves 


or food and'seed or.e large bin full, 
he potatoes in this bin are repeatedly 
icked over for cooking, till, when plani- 
ng time came in the spring, most of the 
otatoes left .were small ones. 
Tho 


lanting of 'these small tubers does not 
ffect the crop the first year, but, when 
ontinucd, it does .materially.injure the 
ize'ot the tubers grown and otherwise 
eter the crop. 
it'inust be remembered that thehigk 
uality we now have in potato varieties 
fas put there by constant selection and 
reefi'ing, and not by breeding alone. 
A'e cannot ignore this and retain tho 
alue of any variety.

In the selection of potatoes in the 


Jin a few important points have to be 
ooked out for. One of these is to select 
medium-sized tubers. There is no ob. 
ect. in selecting overgtown tubers. Tho 
ay of big things has gone by. We want 
i medium-sized 'potato because that size1 
s best for cooking and is economical in 
ireparing for the table. A,small potato 
j largely wasted unless it be cooked in 
ts skin. 'A common method is to pee] 
potatoes before they are cooked, and for 
uch work a small potato is undersira- 
ble. Small potatoes are largely1 unsal- 
able. Big potatoes lake 
too long to j 


cook, and therefore are. not regarded 
highly by. the housewife. 


A. 'good deal of attention should be. 


raid to the smoo.tbness of the', potato, 
as a smooth potato is more-economical 
o use than an uneven one. A potato 
ryith knobs all over it'should not.be 
selected for seed. It is not desirable 
o propoga'te the knobs, as they are 
practically' so ' much waste material. 
Another thing that should be'looked 
after carefully', is the formation of the 
eyes, whethert'hey are near, 'the surface 
or arc sunk'deep into the potato. The

Grand 
Duke Alexander Michaelovitch, the em- 
peror's brother-in-law, who undoubted- 
ly exercises a greater personal influ- 
e'nce with his majesty than any other 
member of the Imperial family, and 
who, untU the disaster to 'the. Russian 
fleet, was the most uncompromising 
advocate of war to the last ditch, has 
joined Grand Duke Vladimir, uncle of 
the emperor, In counseling the conclu- 
sion of peace.

Another important convert made by 


the advocates of peace is Admiral 
Alexieff. 


With Grand Duke Alexander Mich- 


aelovitch, Grand Duke Vladimir, and 
Admiral Alexieff on the side of peace, 
the backbone of what has been de- 
nominated the war party seems to 
have been broken. 


Nevertheless, the final word rests 


with the emperor himself. 


Grand Duke Vladimir, at a recent 


family council, while urging the futil-
